The use of fceeda for purposes of siru- 


>le oraamentation ia very old, and baa 
f late been revived with good effect for 
mbroidering fancy articles. The best 
eeds are those of the melon, vegetable 
marrow and encumber, assorted accord- 
ng to sizo, shape and color. After the 
esign has been traced on the material, 


which may be velvet, plush, cloth or 
ilk, tho stalks are put in with gold or 
maize colored silk in stein, chain or her- 
•ingbone stitch, and the leaves outlined 
n a similar manner. Then the seeds 
re placed in position and fixed by a 
ktitch at either end, care being taken to 
make them lie flat. 


Among the flowers which can be imi- 


.ated in seed work are marguerites, 
sters, starwort, jasmine, etc. Ears 
f corn or barley are very effective, 
hough more difficult to work, owing to 
he seeds having to be packed close to- 
gether. 
On a foundation of maroon 


elvet or crimson cloth the seeds stand 
ut like ivory in bold relief. 
The calyx of the buds Is done in crewel 


work or silk. This work can be adapted

There are three parties in Nevada to

As it i* ft party of principle 


its platform declares in plaiu words that 
it ia for the remonetization of silver, and 
its leaders, not only in this State, but 
throughout the Union, proclaim from 
the rostrum that they favor the full re- 
monetization of silver, and, as proof ol 
their sincerity, will vote for no man for 
Executive or Legislative office who is 
opposed to it. 


Compare the language of the Silver 


party platform and the deularat'ons ol 
its candidates on (he silver question 
with the utterances of the Harrison and 
Cleveland men on the subject. The for 
mer unequivocally declare for free coin 
age without if9, anda or buts.

mosynary hospital, the United States 
Mint, at Carson. These are the men the 
people of Nevada should honor with 
their suffrages. They do not masquerade 
ns silver men, while supporting a Wall 
street candidate for President who will 
use the whole power of the Administra- 
tion to defeat any measure that is calcu- 
lated to benefit Nevada by restoring its 
prosperity and reinhabiting its deserted 
mining camps.

In Storey county 
the free coinage Republicans paid no 
attention to the primaries, bit decided 
to join with the free coinage Democrats 
in organizing a silver party and putting 
a Legislative and local ticket in the field. 
Only 344 votss were polled in the four 
wards of Virginia City and the two 
wards of Gold Hill. The silver men 
claim the county by a mnjority of not 
less than 800.

Fearful Railroad Aocld*nt. 


C&BVH.AIW, O., September 21.—What 


will nndonbtedly prove lo be the most dis- 
astrous accident in the history of the Pitts- 
burg, Ft. "Wayne and Cbioago Railway took 
place early this morning near Shrive. The 
fast east-bound express train collided with 
the west-bound freight, b,oth running at 
fall speed. The collisiau occurred on a 
sharp onrve and in a out where neither 
or»w was able to sae the other train ap- 
proaching. 
Immediately after the elasb 


flames burst forth, and it Is believed, hot 
two or three persons were killed outright 
the others having been pinned down and 
slowly roasted to death. Thirteen burned 
and blackened trunks were taken from the 
wreck. Nine people are seriously injured 
Two poiUl oars, filled with through mail, 
one express oar and three freight oars 
were consumed by the fire. This after- 
noon $50,000 io a silver briok were taken 
from beneath the masses of iron and cin- 
ders. 
Some of the silver was melted. 


A temporary track has been built aroand 
the wreck and travel is partially resumed. 
The wreck was a terrible one and with 
the exoeption of three Pullman oars, the 
passenger train was a shapeless mans. As 
soon as the people of Sbreve heard of the 
wreck many of them hastened to the scene 
with local physicians and tried to ex- 
tinguish- the fltmes and rescue the un- 
fortunates in tba day coaches. The flie 
gained too great <t headway, however, and 
little could be done. Those that perished 
were pinned down by timbers and people 
ontside had to stand back while the help- 
less victims burned slowly to death. 
The 


fireman of the freight train had a horrible 
death, as be was oanght in a cab and his 
frightfully burned body dangled in the air 
in view of hundreds who visited the scene, 
the wreckers being unable to get it because 
of the heat. 


A Practical Joke Buds Seriously. 
CARSON, Nev., September 21.—Harry 


Brown, Frank Blethen and Horace Dor- 
sey put up a practical joke on one Jake 
Muller, of Carson, last night to rob him 
on the Hot Springs road. The plot 
worked all right until Mailer was shof 


in the face with a blank cartridge. Pow- 
der entered his cheeks, almost putting 
his eyes out. 
He then drew a revolver 


loaded with plank cartridges palmed off 
on htm for the occasion, and fired with 
intent to kill. The jokers got away, and 
when Mailer arrived at The Springs his 
face was bleeding from the wad and 
powder wounds.

marked for life.
